LUCKY BILLY 
An incident of a class that hearter umal 


lovers who usually find so little humane sentiment 
ettant, was considered of sufficient importance 
to be made the subject of special Washington 
correspondence to the Times, in which jour- 
nal the incident was given conspicuous place. 
The hero of the story was Billy, an army horse 
who had been on the Government rolls since the 
Centennial, serving for most of the time in the 
Quartermaster’s Department Billy has not, 
however, been working all these years, but for 
nearly as many as the ordinary horse lives Billy 
has been on a special retired list created through 
the efforts of former Quartermaster General 
Weeks, with whom the old horse was a great 
favorite, and Billy has enjoyed good times for 
years.

The question of blinders, (or blinkers as they 
are called in Great Britain) is one with which 
the periodical literature devoted to animals 
concerns itself both here and abroad and most 
helpful contribution to the subject was recently 
published in the Animal Friend, a London 
magazine.

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DISCOURAGING A REFORM 


He old-tashioned beliet that the heart of man ts de perately wicked seems 

I a iikely hypothe is when, in one of the most conservative metropolitan 
Journais—iiterally a family paper- the reader comes, in this year of 

grace, upon an editorial sneer at ** those intemperate propaga! dists of instant 
disarmament and indiscriminate peace at any price, who were lately de- 
claring in formal resolutions that all wars are equally savage and wicked.”’ 
This seems hardly the tone tor a leading journal in a Christian country towaid 
an organization that has tor its high aim the abolition of war. All reforms 
appear more or | Utopian to the world at large, at the earlier stages of their 
agitation, and that is an inevitable a-pect, since progress is developed first in 
groups that through agitation ieaven society —the Christian religion and the 
anti-slavery movement are Conspicuous Cases In p int. It is not ex} ected that 
the man in the street will ap} rehend a new retorm or give it weicon e, for to 
his limited intelligence any such universal taste as that for war or liquor appears 
ineradicable; but of editors, who must realize the enormous iufluence they 
wield, it is reasonable to expect that they shall present the ideal of universal 
peace as not alone desirable, but teasible, tor by thu championing the retorm 
as ap! ictical matter they w greatly hasten tne day of its general acceptance. 
Unfortunately this is not the usual editorial attitude. A peace society or a 
college president urge disarmament, and compares the present rage tor war 
with the stupid custom that once generally prevailed of settling private disputes 
by legal combat, i. e., duelling, that are now carried to courts of law. The 
editorial comment on these utterances is the reverse of cordial, the impractica- 
bility of the immediate turning of swords into ploughshares being strongly in- 
sisted upon. Such lukewarm support of a hig principle is discreditable, since 
all that is required to bring about universal peace is to educate the people at 
large to a nobler conception of achievement than the military ideal, which has 
been the dominant one. Characterizing the aim of the peace movement as an 
iridescent dream, is most assuredly not the way to inspire the nation to cast out 
its worn-out war ideal and substitute one more in consonance with the teachings 


of the Prince of Peace. 


In marked contrast with this editorial by-and-bye teaching is the practical 


plan a United States Senator has for forcing the idea of disarmament upon the 


immediate notice ot the world. [his leading Republican is planning to bring 
the matter betore the Inte:-Parliamentary Union which is to meet in London, 
and later before the Hague ine Senator has besides already made his tervor 
tor universal peace felt in Congress where, after three years of effort, he blocked 
a projected 20, ton American battleship. . Whatever prestige his peace 


plat ; receive in Europe, he will use to further the same movement when Con- 
gress reconvenes in the autumn. This Senator has the su; port, not aione of 
those interested in the peace propaganda, but ot the great body of Socialists, 
who are opposed to war, as they realize that it is invariably the poor man wh¢ 
pays the cost eventually; and of large commercial and business interests which 
now yerceive that river and harbor interests are sacrificed for the benefit of in 
creasing naval army appropriations. It is the opinion that the only world 
power which will object to checking naval expansion wi l be Germany, but even 
that Emperor-ridden empire cannot for many years escape the peace intection, 
for not alone will the pressure of other « untries with whom she trades be exerted 
in favor of peace, but among her population is a large and influential politi il 


party of Socialists who can be depended upon to aid the propaganda from the 


inside. It was open to the editor of any influential paper to have accomp!ished 
vastly more tor universal peace than even this energetic Senator is likely to 
bring about, ambitious though hi programme is, but it has pie ed the press, 
with but a few honorable excepti , to down with the sneer of Utopia one of 


the most practicable and inevitable reforms that ever benefitted the human race.

A deep slash is cut, to make the open part 
over the shoulders, which is trimmed across 
with little straps and buttons, like the skirt. It 
Is not necessary to hem the edges of this part, 
for if turned under and well pressed the sewing 
on of the buttons will make them quite secure 
and also avoid the appearance of a hem. 

The frill for each outer edge is one yard long 
before being gathered, and when this is seamed 
to the edge, a narrow strip of the material 
must be used to make the inside neat, unless it is 
thick, in which case the seam edge may be 
bound with thin ribbon. 

The inner edge must have rather a wide hem, 
with stitches either almost invisible, or exceed- 
ingly neat, the ends, front and back, are each 
plaited or gathered under the hem as illus- 
trated, and a small piece of facing is hemmed 
on the inside to make it neat, and then the 
buttonhole is worked. 

In cases where the deep girdle may not be 
becoming, and a narrower one is used, it is 
only necessary to cut the fichu ends longer. 

It may also be very effectively carried out in 
lace with chiffon frills and narrow velvet straps, 
with very pretty tiny buttons. Also it may be 
desirable to place a piece of some contrasting 
texture under each opening, instead of just 
leaving it open. In such a case, the strip is cut 
to just fit when the edges are turned in, and
